LEXINGTON, KENTUCKY 
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A Bigamist Arrested at Millersburg. 

Charles McFarland, who trains 
horses for J. F. Barbee, of near Mil- 
lersburg, was arrested Wednesday by 
Marshal Leonard Howard, of Millers- 
burg, and Detective Vincent Doty, of 
Cincinnati, upon a warrant charging 
him with bigamy, sworn out by Mrs. 
Eva McFarland, of Cincinnati. 

He was arrested on the farm of Mr. 
Barbee, and begged the officers to let 
him see wife No. 1, who formerly 
Miss Bessie Hitch, of Covington, and 
who with her husband lived about a 
half mile from Millersburg, before 
being taken away. The accommo- 
dating officers, who were in a surrey 
with J. E. McGranahan, a contractor 
of Cincinnati, who was on McFar- 
land’s bond for $1,000, which he had 
been called on to pay, granted his 
pleadings and drove to his home. 
McFarland entered his home, telling 
the officers he would return just as 
soon as he could change his clothing 
and have a talk with his wife. After 
waiting about an hour the officers 
W’ent to the house and found the bird 
had flown out of the back door. 

Mrs. McFarland was very much 
surprised and completely prostrated 
when the officers informed her of 
their mission, and was left in sobs 
and tears, when they immediately 
followed his tracks from the back 
door in the mud. After tracking him 
for a mile to a large tobacco barn 
they found bim concealed on the 
fourth tier rail and they were com- 
pelled to draw their guns and threaten 
to take a shot at him before he con- 
sented to come down from his perch. 

He was brought to this city and 
guarded at the Ford ham Hotel until 
the 5:30 train yesterday morning 
when they left with him for Cincin- 
nati to face wife No. 2. 

McFarland is a young man about 
thirty-five years of age, of good ad- 
dress and appearance, and has train- 
ed horses for Mr. Barbee for more 
than two years and bore a good repu- 
tation. 

It is said that he married about 
seven years ago Miss Bessie Hitch, a 
young lady of excellent family resid- 
ing at Covington. During the sum- 
mer of 1903 McFarland left home for 
several months as a result of a family 
quarrel, and while away, it is alleged, 
married Miss Eva Hammond, also of 
Covington, and daughter of Prof 
Hammond, of the public schools of 
that city. It is alleged fhat he con- 
tinued to iive with wife No. 2 until 
October of that year, who, hearing of 
his previous marriage, had him ar- 
rested on tne charge of bigamy. He 
j secured bail, as above stated, and 
I skipped. His trial postponed 

from time to time until Mr. McGrana- 
han, who was on his bond, was noti- 
fied to pay up. He employed Detec- 
tive Doty, who located his man near 
i Millersburg and the arrest followed.
